— President 
Wilton

-(ingress at 1*2:30 p. in. today, when 
lie delivered his m essage dealing with 
tie tariff to senators and re p re se n ta ­ 
tives gathered in the house of rep re­ 
sentatives in joint session. 
The scene was a brilliant one. Mem­ 
ber* of congress filled the low er floor, 
while In the galleries w ere rep resen ­ 
tatives of the judiciary, the diplom atic 
«rp* and official W ashington. Society 
leaders also w ere p resen t in force. 
The president's appearance was the 
sign a! for an enthusiast ic greeting, to 
which he sm ilingly nodded response. 
He was given close atten tio n during 
the tell very of his m essage, and was 
ifftyuKinly applauded. 
Mr W ilson first w ent to the office 
M Speaker Clark, and la te r was es­ 
pied by the la tte r to the speak er's 
cdtair and Introduced 
to the assem ­ 
blage. 
No president since John \d am s has 
availed him self of the right to read 
bis own m essage to congress. 
Prest* 
lent WIL on w as asked what motive 
impelled him to renew the custom of 
■ century ago. 
'T he reasons are very 
simple." he said. 
“I think th at that 
is the only dignified way for the presi­ 
dent to address the houses a t the open­ 
ing. of the session.'"

H o w T ariff H a s Grow n, 
W e have seen tariff legislation w an­ 
der very far afield in our d ay —very far 
indeed from the field in which our 
prosperity m ight have bud a norm al 
grow th and stim ulation. 
No one who 
looks the facts squarely in the face or 
knows anything th at lies beneath the 
surface of ac tion can fail to perceive 
the principles upon which recent tariff 
legislation has been based. 
We long 
ago passed beyond the m odest notion 
of “protecting" the industries of the 
country and moved boldly forw ard to 
the idea th a t they were entitled to the 
direct patronage of the governm ent 
f o r a long tim e *i tim e so long th a t 
the men now active In public policy 
hardly rem em ber the conditions th at 
preceded it 
we have sought in our 
tariff schedules to give* each group of 
m anufacturers or producers w hat they 
them selves thought that they needed 
in order to m aintain a practically ex­ 
clusive m arket as against the rest of 
the world. Consciously or unconscious­ 
ly we have built up a set of privileges 
and exem ptions t roiu com petition be­ 
hind which it w as easy by any. even 
the crudest, form s of com bination to 
organize monopoly, until tit last noth­ 
ing is norm al, nothing is obliged to 
eta od the tests of efficiency and econo­ 
my. in our world of big business, but 
everything thrives by concerted nr- 
rangem ent. 
Only new principles of 
action will save us from a final hard 
crystallization of monopoly and a com­ 
plete loss of the influences that quick­ 
en enterprise and keep independent en­ 
ergy alive. 


M u st A b o lish Privilege. 
It is plain w hat those principles m ust 
be. 
We must abolish everything that 
bears even the sem blance of privilege 
or of any kind of artificial advantage 
and put our business men and pro­ 
ducers under the elim ination or a con­ 
stant necessity to be efficient, econom­ 
ical and enterprising, m asters of com­ 
petitive suprem acy, better w orkers and 
merchant.s 
than any 
in 
the 
world. 
Aside from the duties laid ii J Min arti­ 
cles which we do not and probably 
cannot 
produce, 
therefore, 
and 
the 
duties laid upon luxuries and m erely 
for the sake of the revenues they yield, 
the object of tile tariff duties hence­ 
forth laid m ust be effective com peti­ 
tion. the w hetting of American w its by 
contest with the wits of tin* rest of the 
world, 
It would bi* unwise to move tow ard 
this end headlong, w ith reckless haste 
or w ith strokes thai clit ar the very 
roots of w hat has grow n up among 
us by long process and at our own in­ 
vitation. 
It does not alter a thing to 
upset it and break it and deprive it of 
a chance to change. 
It destroys it. 
W e m ust m ake changes In our fiscal 
laws, in our fiscal system , whose ob- 
1eet is developm ent, a more free and 
Wholesome developm ent, not revolution 
*r upset or confusion. 
W e m ust build 
ap trade, especially foreign trade. 
We 
need the outlet and the enlarged field 
of energy more than we ever did be­ 
fore. 
W e m ust build up industry as 
well and m ust adopt freedom in the 
place of artificial stim ulation only so 
fa r as it wili build, not pull down. 
In 
dealing with the tariff the m ethod by 
which this may be done will Ik* a m at­ 
ter of judgm ent, exercised item by 
item . 
To some not accus turned to the 
excitem ents 
and 
responsibilities 
of 
greater freedom our m ethods may In 
som e respects and a t some points seem 
heroic, but rem edies m ay be heroic 
and yet he remedies. 
It is our busi­ 
ness to m ake sure th a t they are genu­ 
ine rem edies. 
O ur object Is clear. 
If 
our m otive is above ju st challenge 
and only an occasional error of ju d g ­ 
m ent is chargeable against us we shall 
be fortunate.

Solicitor M arshall, who visited Mrs. 
P ankhurst says she is in a very seri­ 
ous condition. She has taken nothing 
but a little witter since she was put 
in the jail, ‘and will die if she rem ains 
w ithout food m uch longer. 
Miss Annie Kenney, who presided 
at the weekly m eeting of the suffra- 
gets in Pavilion music hall, on Picca­ 
dilly circus, said th at in a few days, 
perhaps a few hours “our 
peerless 
leader, Mrs, Pankhurst, will be with 
us again." 
The suffrage ta expect to 
see her prom ise to attend the m eeting 
at Albert hail on April IO fulfilled, al­ 
though if sin is free at th a t tim e she 
may be too ill to go unless she is c a r­ 
ried th ere on a bed. 
A force of IOO policem en guarded 
the Pavilion m usic hall and prevented 
an attem pt to rush the hall by anti 
suffragets, who w ere forced 
to con 
ten* them selves with booing and hiss­ 
ing. During the m eeting Miss Kenney 
denied the allegation of the Standard 
th at the suffragets had said th a t they 
w ere now w illing to com m it m urder. 
She said the attack s would still be 
confined to property. 
The m ilitants set fire to and 
de­ 
stroyed a large unoccupied m ansion 
at Norwich. 
No a rre sts w ere made,
